For Twenty-Five 
Bed Hospital 


Architect drawing and plans for 
a 25-bed hospital have been pre- 
pared by Stone and Malloy, 
architects for the Sierra View 
Hospital district that includes the 
Porterville high school and part 
of the Strathmore high school dis- 
tricts, and can be seen at Williams 
Jewelers in Porterville. 

With the district now owning 
property at Putnam and Jaye 
streets, the hospital is designed 
to face Putnam, with public ,en- 
trance and an emergency entrance 
off Putnam and a service entrance 
off Jaye. All rooms for patients 
are located along the south side 
of the building and various de- 
partments and services are group- 
ed within the hospitat building. 

Although planned for 25 beds, 
hospital facilities are such ‘that 
expansion to 40 beds could be 
handled with only minor changes. 
Provision is made for expansion of 
lthe building toward the south in 
he architectural plans. 

In the general ground layout, 

provision is also made for public 
|parking and for parking of doc- 
\tors’ cars. 
In the hospital building itself, 
papace has been set up for a lobby, 
business office, records and ad- 
ministration rooms, kitchen, din- 
ing room for hospital: personnel, 
an emergency receiving and op- 
erating room, a Main surgery 
room, x-ray room, maternity sec- 
tion, doctors’ and nurses’ locker 
rooms, an isolation room, Iabora- 
tory, storage rooms and space for 
heating and cooling equipment. 

The plan includes at present 13 
patient rooms, each with toilet 
facilities and each with doors 
large enough to roll beds in and 
out. There are no steps or ramps 
within the hospital.

MILES IN 1906 

Harold Rainwater, manager of 
the Tulare County chamber of 
commerce, reports in his column, 
“Getting Around”: Frank Latta 
in “Little Journeys in the San 
Joaquin” —— Copyright.1937 — 
tells of the last great flight of 
ducks and geese to enter the va}- 
ley.. This was in 1906 when Tu- 
lare Lake was filled by the June 
run-off. 

“Ducks and’ geese were perhaps 
most numerous of all wild game. 
Having seen enough ducks and 
geese to talk about we expect to 
lose what reputation we have for 
truthfulness when ‘we describe 
them. During the flight of 1906 
we saw four square miles of grain 
land covered at one time with 
ducks almost as closely as they 
could stand. This was on Ar- 
royo de las Garzas, west of pres- 
ent Gustine where the boundaries 
were definitely marked’ and we 
could be certain of our square 
miles. 

“With an old single-barrelled 
Civil War musket we traveled 
afoot with a companion one af- 
ternoon over the land described 
and killed more ducks than the 
companion could carry in a grain 


sack. We could have killed 20 
sacks full. No blind of any kind 
was used. As we walked along, 


the ducks simply: raised ahead of 
us and settled behind us, passing 
at a distance of less than 20 
yards. This last flight was travel- 
ing south and lasted for more 
than three weeks. ‘ 
“Jackrabbit” Bill Browning 
used a two gauge double-barrelled 
goose gun, the largest ever carried 
in the San Joaquin. A 50c piece 
would pass the muzzle. Too often 
to recount he killed at one shot 
more than 100 geese with his 
gun. His largest shot was made 
at Gooselake near Lost Hills. 
Joseph Prost saw it made. More 
than 200 ducks and geese were 
killed with the two barrels.”

CARE OF LAWN AND CRAB GRASS 
OUTLINED BY TULARE CO. FARM 


By Karl W. Opitz 
Farm Advisor _ 

| Vigorous lawn grasses will re- 
sist crabgrass invasion. But lawns 
cannot be vigorous if they are cut 
too close. A dense, high cut turf 
will shade out crabgrass seed- 
lings before they start. Contrary 
to the opinion of many home own- 
ewners, high cut lawns are not 
necessarily ragged. 

To get a nice looking lawn of 
at least 1% inches in height, the 
mower should be good and sharp. 
Frequent mowing will overcome 
hi objection to the appearance 
| of a high cut lawn. Cutting high 
| does not mean cutting infrequent- 
ie Cut often enough so that not 
lover an inch is removed at each 
‘cutting and it will not be neces- 
sary to remove the clippings. 

If the lawn is fertilized with 
ammonium phosphate or ammon- 
ium nitrate at the rate of one 
pound to 200 square feet. of sod 
during April, enough growth may

INDICATES TULARE COUNTY'S GREATNESS 

The fact that Tulare county’s agriculture was valued at more 
than $245 million in 1951 — a record figure — emphasizes once 
again the greatness of the rural area of the county. 

But that greatness is reflected not alone in monetary values, but 
also in the remarkable diversity of agricultural production in the 
county. 
In looking through the report compiled by Agricultural Com- 
missioner Oscar L. Hemphill, it seems significant that 21 crops are 
listed under deciduous and grapes; that 31 different truck crops are 
produced commercially; that 13 field crops are included and that six 
citrus crops are grown in the county.
